Photographs of the mining 
and reduction of ore were made at 
Sudbury, the world’s largest nickel 
development. The picture sequence 
showing how a mining town develops 
was made at Shefferville, Quebec.

Photographs show the river and air 
routes and how they are utilized, 
including a recent trend to helicopters. 
Throughout this filmstrip, as in the 
others, students are engaged directly in 
asking and answering questions about 
the subject.

The wealth of a natural resources found 
above ground is discussed in this 
filmstrip. From questions about the types 
and distribution of the trees, the film- 
strip proceeds to an examination of 
how timber areas are opened up and 
then how the cutting and transportation 
of wood is handled. Again all the recent 
practices of the industry, especially 
mechanization, is shown with new 
photographs of actual operations.
